RAILWAYS FAILED TO SHOW 
NECESSITY FOR INCREASE 
ASSERTS THE COMMISSION 


Order Issued to Cancel All Ad- 
vanced Tariffs and Restore 
the Old Rates --- Commission 
Says That the Roads Failed 
to Show That They Had Ex- 
ercised Proper Economy in 
the Conduct of Their Busi- 
ness.

Washington, February 23.—The in- 
terstate commerce commission has de- 
cided against the railroads in the 
“Bastern and Western” cases. The de- 
cision, eagerly awaited by roads and 


this afternoon. 

Prceposed advances in class freight 
rates in official classification territory, 
aggregating among all the railways 
in the territory approxifmately $27,000, - 
000 a year, were disapproved by the 
commission. 

In the case involving the increases 
by the railroads in western trunk line 
territory the commission also declined 
to approve the proposed advances in 
commodity rates. The carriers in both 
cases are required to cancel On or be- 
fore March 10 their advanced tariffs 
jand restore their former rates, which 
are the rates now in effect. If this re- 
quirement be not complied with, the 


commission will issue 4 formal order 


suspending the proposed advances and 
nutting into effect the existing rates 


for at least two years. 


In the case of the railroad commis- 
sion of Texas against the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe rafiway and other 
carriers, know popularly as the south- 
western rate case, the commission de- 
clined to disturb the commodity rates 
or the first-class rates complained of. 
The defendants are ordered, however, 
to reduce the second-class rates, which 
were increased from $1.21 to $1.29, to 
$1.25. On the remaining classes the 
defendants are required to extend the 
rates in effect before the increased 
ratee were published. 

In brief, thig is the disposition made 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion of the most important cases ever 
brought to its attention. In a sense, 
the decisions were in tne nature of a 
surprise to railroad officials and other 
experts who had followed closely the 
proceedings, a majority of whom be- 
lieved the conymission would grant 
some increase to the western lines if 
not the eastern. 

In considering exhaustively the sub- 
ject, however, the commission could 
not see its way clear to grant any in- 
crease in rates, although it conceded 
that, in the case of some roads, an in- 
creased revenue is needed. 
Commission Somewhat Embarrassed. 

In what is known as the western 
cases the commission was embarrassed 
by the admitted fact that several of 
the lines in the territory were paying 
good dividends on existing rates, while 
other carriers in the same territory 
were barely able to make both ends 
meet—a few of them scarcely that. 

In the western case the carriers en- 
tered a powerful plea for increased 
revenue in order that they might have 
additional money to put into improve- 
ments and betterments, which would 
enable them to handle with the greater 
facilities the constantly increasing 
traffic of the country. 

The same argument was advanced in 
support of the proposed advances in 
official classification territory, but 
Commissioner Prouty, who wrote the

Washington, February 23.—Another 
bloodless battle was fought on the 
floor of the house of representatives 
late today. It came during a some- 
what heated debate on a bill for the 
leasing of coal lands tn Alaska. The 
lie was passed, and as the short and 
ugly word rang out Delegate James 
Wickersham, of Alaska, made a rush 
for Representative Frank W. Mondell, 
of Wyoming, who was seated at a 
nearby desk. 

The big Alaskan’s right arm shot 
out twice in the direction of the gen- 
tleman from Wyoming, but members 
who surrounded the disputants at the 
time say that both blows fell just 
short. 

Seized Wickersham by Throat. 

The house was tn an uproar in an 
instant. Several members hurled 
themselves on Mr. Wickersham, others 
were struggling with Mr. Mondell, 
who had gained his feet and was mak- 
ing for his assailant. Representative 
Foster, of Vermont, had taken Mr. 
Wickersham by the throat. This added 
to the uncontrolled anger of the dele- 
gate, and for @ moment diverted his 
attack toward the would-be peace- 
maker, 

Representative Bisson, of Mississip- 
pi, was first to reach Mr. Mondell, who 
Was endeavoring to raise the chdir in 
which he had been sitting to burl me 
his antagonist. 

Members rushed toward the Pie. 
from every part of the chamber and 
soon there were nearly a hundred men 
in the crowd about the still struggling 
legislators. 

Meantimg, Representative Olmsted, 
who was acting, as 
speaker, was 
desk with the gavel and calling upon 
the sergeant-at-arms to preserve or- 
der. The historic mace of the house, 
the emblem of authority, was lifted 
from its marble pedestal] and carried 
to the floor by the house officlals. 
Members, however, had taken the mat- 
ter in hand, anq had succeeded in 
bringing both Mr. Wickersham and 
Mr. Mondell to a cessation of hostil- 
ities. 

Wickersham Enraged by “Liar.” 

When the house was fairly quiet, 
mr. Wickersham clamored for recog- 
nition. 

“I want The Record to show that I 
apologize to the house, but,” his voice 
rose to a shout, “I also want it to 
show that I was calted a liar.” 

Representative Tawney, of Minne- 
sOta, demanded that the entire collo- 
quy be reported by the stenographer 
from the speaker’s desk. The stenog- 
rapher stated that he overheard Mr. 
Mondell, who was seated at the time, 
say: 

“He ig a Har.”

NEW RATE EXPERT 


Appointed Successor to 
George Montgomery. 


Mr. Webster Selected by the 
Railroad Commission Out of 
Twenty-Six Applicants for the 
Position--Had Served as 
Rate Clerk. 


J. Prince Webster, for the past two 
years rate clerk in the office of the 
state railroad commission, was ap- 
pointed rate expert by unanimous vote 
of the commission, yesterday after- 
noon, to succeed George F. Montgom- 


ery, resigned. 

Mr. Webster’s appointment as frate 
expert becomes effective on March Il, 
at which time the resignation of Mr. 
Montgomery will take effect, the lat- 
ter having resigned to enter business 
at his home in. Marieita. 

There were twenty-six applicants 
for the office of rate expert, and Mr. 
Webster was selected because of his 
thorough acquaintance with all the 
complicated phases of the rate qué@s- 
tions which come before the commis- 
sion, and because of the fact that he 
intimately associated with 
the work in the office of the commis- 
sion for the past two years. 

As rate clerk under Mr. Montgomery 
he has had excellent opportunity to 
study rates, and this experience, add- 
ed to that of several years in other 
offices where the question of rates 
was constantly involved, eminently 
qualifies him for the important posi- 
tion to which he has been appointed 
by the Georgia commi:ssi0n. 

Although Mr. Webster is only 26 
years of age, his experience with rate 
questions extends over a period of sev- 
eral years. Before coming to Geor- 
gia in 1905 he was employed for two 
years in the comptroller’s office of the 
Atlantic Coast Line at Wilmington, 
N. Cy his home town, and was also 
employed for two years in the office 
of the freight traffic manager of the 
same road. 

When he came to Georgia in 19065, 
he located at Savannah and was em- 
ployed as secretary in the office of 
the general freight agent of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railroad until April, 
1909, when he was appointed rate clerk 
in the office of the railroad commis- 
sion. 

Mr. Webster’s salary was fixed at 
$2,000 per year by the commission. He 
is a close student and a hard worker, 
and the commission is unanimous in 
the belief that in appointing him to 
the important position of rate expert 
it has made a wise selection.

Were it still in committee the oppor- 
tunities for a thorough probing of this 
Spy system scandal would be much 
greater.

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man and his passion for economy 
eould find proper exercise, according 
to Judge Adamson. Instead of crip- 
pling the postal service, which was 
never meant to be self-sustaining, he 
ought to use the pruning knife on the 
railroad contracts and save money by 
getting necessary work done more 
cheaply. 

The statement of the Georgia repre- 
sentative follows: 

“Postmaster General Hitchcock is a 
g00d man and a good business man. 
I would not criticise him nor say any- 
thing to give him offense, because in 
addition to his other merits he has 
several times manifested symptoms of 
personal friendship to me. But his 
talents as a business man are misap- 
plied. He should have been made sec- 
retary of the treasury instead of post- 
master general.

The drain 
upon this asset in this country from 
diseases now known to be prevent- 
able, and as a result of vicious and 
immoral living, is estimated at more 
than one-third of the entire sick and 
death rate every year. The recogni- 
tion of this dra and its causes, and 
a comparative study of the results of 
better sanitation in other countries, 
and in some sections of our own coun- 
try, have s0 impressed economists, 
teachers and other leaders of thought, 
that the American Health League, a 
lay organization of 50,000 members, 
has been formed, with headquarters 
at Yale, to arouse and educate public 
sentiment on the subject.”

Train Employees Identify Three 
Men Arrested in Lumpkin 
County as Gang Who Held 
Up and Robbed Southern’s

Gainesville, Ga., February 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Three men arrested Wednesday 
in Lumpkin county in connection with 
the hold-up and robbery of the South- 
ern railway’s fast mail, No. 86, near 
White Sulphur Springs, last Saturday, 
have been fully identified by parties 
connected in the case, including a por- 
tion of the train crew on the run the 
morning the train was robbed. 

One of these prisoners, aged 65, who 
gives his name as John Doe, John 
Luck and also John Anderson, is sul- 
len and reluctant to talk on the crime 
for which he is held. Upon other sub- 
jects he talks freely. He uses excellent 
English, and possesses an astounding 
knowledge on almost any subject ad- 
vanced. 

The other two seem perfectly will- 
ing to talk in regard to the robbery, 
and have confessed everything. Upon 
their arrival here they were in a con- 
dition that necessitated their being 
placed in the hospital ward of the jail 
Both refuse to divulge their identity. 
One of the men imparted information 
to detectives that led to the discovery 
of several] valuable papers, documents, 
mortgages and jewelry, taken from 
the blown safe in the express car, and 
buried near the scene of the robbery. 

Two more suspects arrested at Ball 
Ground, Ga., were brought here this 
evening, and efforts are being made to 
connect them with the hold-up. 

A preliminary trial will be held here 
tomorrow morning. Attorneys How- 
ard Thompson and H. H. Dean, of 
Gainesville, will represent the rail- 
road.

ENTIRE WHITE RACE 


“Council of God’”’ Preacher Ar- 
rested After Desperate 
Struggle. 


New Orleans, February 238.—After @ 
desperate hand-to-hand encounter, two 
detectives last night arrested Law- 
rence Davis, a negro, and a “‘coungil 
of God" preacher, who was “exhort- 
ing’’ wildly on a street corner, ufrg- 
ing a number of his people to aasist 
him in exterminating the white race. 
The negro was armed with a Belgium 
army rifle and ga-revolver, both loaded. 

“Fill the white people with hot lead 
and brimstone,” Davis shouted fran- 
tically to his “4usky auditors, just as 
the detectives came up. “The white 
people have taken from us our heaven. 
Here is my rifle and here is my re- 
volver. I brought them with me in 
order to extérminate the white people 
who went to heaven themselves and 
won't let anybody else in.” 

When the detectives grabbed him, 
Davis struggied franticasuy and called 
other negroes to aid him. The crowd 
was constantly growing larger, so the
